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London, Aug. 21. On Saturday arviv'd two Mails 
from Holland which bring the folowing Advices. 


Hague, Auguft 24. 

Efterday an Exprefs arriv’d from the Army 
in Germany, with the following Letter to the 
States General from Baron Hompefch. 

High and Mighty Lords! 

HE Lofs of the Enemies, and particularly of the 

Army of the Marihal de Taliard, increafes rather 
than leffens. 27 Battallions were made Prifoners, 
and 4 Regiments of Dragoons 5. And J can aver, that 
6 Battallions which were in the Lines and were 
broken by our Horfe, were almoit all kill’d, and the 
few thar remain’d taken Prifoners. I am likewife 
affur'd, thac 3 French Batralhions on the Right Wing 
were abfolurely ruin’d. Of their Horfe, 12 or 13 
Squadrons were almoft all either drown’d in the Da- 
nube, or kil’d, a few were taken Prifoners ; a 
great Nomber of the reft of their Cavalry was kill’d 
likewife, being routed and purfued by ours; fo that 
it may be concluded the whole Army of the Marfhal 
de Tallard is ruin'd. On our Wing 35 Pieces of 
Cannon were taken, and I am told 1o were taken 
on the Right. The French had 50 Cannon on our 
Wing, of which they can hardly have fav’d any ; 
We believe they threw’ thofe we did not take into 
the Danube, when they perceiv’d they had loft the 
Bartle. The Number of Prifoners, as appears by the 
lait Account taken of them, amounts to 10500 ; burt 
the Advantage, as I faid, augments rather than di- 
minifhes ; we did not think at firft we had fo many 
Prifoners. 

Laft Night 4 Deputies arriv’d here from Ausburg, 
to beg the Duke of Marlborough’s Protection, who 
anfwer'd them, that they had nothing to fear from 
the Troops either of the Queen or the States, fince he 
was fent only againft the Enemies of the Empire and 
its Allies. Orders are given to fome Troops to go 
and take Poffeffion of that Citadel. ”Tis a plain De- 
monftration of the Enemies Weaknefs, their aban- 
doning a Place of fuch Importance, firuate on fo con- 
fiderable a River, in the Heart of Bavaria, and which 
the Eleétor was able to maintain without the Rein- 
forcement brought by the Marfhal de Tallard. 

The Duke of Marlborough and Prince Eugene 
think it beft (and "tis certainly the propereft Refolu- 
tion that can be taken for bringing the War here toa, 
Conclufion) to give over the Siege of Ingolftad : 
And have difpatch’'d a Meffenger to the Prince of 
Baden to. that purpofe. We thall march directly to 
Ulm, the Enemies having abandon’d Lauingen fince 
theiz Defeat: So that the Danube is clear’d from 
hence thither, and when that Place is fallen into our 
Hands, the War on this fide may be look’d upon to 
be atan End. 

Ifthe Enemy poft themfelves before that Place we 
fhall atrack them, or if rhat be not feafible we fhall 
keep them coop’d up in their Camp, and then their 
Horfe cannot fubfift for want of Forrage: And if 
they retire from that Town, they will not be able ro 
find SubGiftence, and fo we may hope to oblige them 


to return to the Rhine ; then if they leave any Forces’ 


in Ulm, they may look upon them as loft very foon. 
It has pleas'd God to affift us fo effectually with 
his Bleffing and Power, againft the Enemies when 
pofted very advantagioufly and fuperior to us by 20 
Battalions ; that we haye reafon to hope, by his 
Grace, to bring this War to a happy Iflue. 
Before the Fight we offer’d up a Prayer through- 


out the Atmy, which God was pleas’d to hear. To 
day we have return'd him folemn Thanks; which 
we hope will be as pleafing to him, and that he will 


blefs the further Undertakings of our Gencrals. Ac - 


Night we fhall make Rejoycings for the Victory. 

I need not commend the Behaviour of your High 
Mightineffes Generals, Officers, and Soldiers ; I hope 
you will judge well of it by the Effe@s. I faw, and 
was inform’d, that your Troops, by God’s Affiftance, 
did all that Men of Refolution and Courage cculd 
do. The Bravery and Conduct of the Duke of Marl- 
borough cannot be {ufficiently applauded, no more 
than can his Zealand Vigilance. The fame mutt be 
faici of Prince Eugene. And by the Example of theie 
2 Generals, whofe Sweetnefs of Temper anid Good- 
nels are wonderful, fo good a Harmony reigns 
among us, that we mnft needs profper, I fend the 
Bearer hereof,Monfieur Meurs, Adjutant to the Count 
of Ooft Frife, on fome Bufinefs to Cologne ; thence 
to goon tothe Hague with this Lecter, to inform 
your Fitgh Mightineffes of the Acquificion of the im- 
portant Poft ot Ausburg,and to relave to you by word 
of Mouth what has pafs'd here. Iam, &c.

P.S. The Officers who were in the Action on the 
Right Wing affure me, that notwithftanding the griat 
Refiftance made by the Bavarians, who ar firft had 
the Advantage, 23 or 24 of the Enemies Bartallions 
were entirely ruin’d, Which being added to what the 
loft on our Wing, make near 60 Battallions. Their 


‘Cavalry fuffer’d very much likewife,but 1 cannot well 


be particular as to their Lofs. We had in the Batrle 
66 Batrallions and 181 Squadrons ;_ the Enemy had 
84 Battallions and 150 Squadrons; but their Bat- 
tallions not being all compleat, reckoning them one 
with another at 400 Men each, their Superiority in 
Foot was 7320 Men ; now allowing for the 31 Squa- 
drons we had more than they, 3100 Men,(that is 100 
a Squadron,) the Enemies were 4220 Men ftronger 

than we. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Auguft 26. 

From the Camp at Steinheim, Auguft 17. The Night 
after the Battle on the 13th our Army lay upon their 
Arms: and the 14th mov’d with the Right to Wi- 
tifling and the Left to this Place. The fame day the 
Elector of Bavaria and the Marfhal de Marfin pafs'd 
the Danube with the Remainder of their Army, over 
the Bridge at Laningen, which they byrne as foon as 
they got on the other fide, and march’d to Burleffin- 
gen near Ulm: Yefterday they mov’d nearer to the 
Tiler. We have fince made a Bridge at Lauingen 
and another at Hochfter. ' Yefterday Morning early, 
the Troops the Enenty left in Ausburg abandon’d ic, 
and joyn'd the Ele&tor : and this Morning 4 Deputies 
from that City came to my Lord Duke to defire his 
Protection. His Grace told them, they had na 
to fear from the Troops of the Queen his Miftrefs 
and the Srates General, who were fent only againft 
the declar’d Enemy of the Empire and irs Allies; and 
order’'d a Detachment to march and take Poffeffion 
of that Place. The Number of Prifoners taken from 
the Enemy, increafes every day by the coming in of 
thofe who in the Rout difpers'd themfelves about the 
Country ; they amount now to above 11000, befides 
more: than 1200 Officers, and are very burdenfome 
to us, but we hope to difpole of them toon. The 
Marfhal de Tallard, with 16 Gereral OMfcers and 
13 Collonels, who he de fires may be woh him, will 
be going the 19th cowards Frankfort and 
is 
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his Grace fends a Guard of a Captain and 50 Engliti 
Horfe to attend them. The fame day our Army 1s 
to advance towards Ulm, to oblige the Enemy to 
retire from the Neighbourhood of that Plate, which 
is the only offe in this Country where they have 
Magazines. The Troops of our Left, which was 
commanded by the Duke of Marlborough, have 
taken 34 Pieces of Cannon, 25 Standards, and 90 odd 
Colours ; and thofe of the Right, under Prince Eu- 
gene, have taken 13 Pieces of Cannon, but how 
many Standards and Colours we cannot yet tell. This 
day was obferv'd as a day of Thank({giving, and con- 
cluded with a general Difcharge of our Artillery and 
{mall Arms. P.S. The Marihal de Tallard owns 
their Army confifted of 82 Battallions and 147 Squa- 
drons; Whereas we had but 64 Battallions and 151 
Squadrons ; for 15 Squadrons were detach’d to the 
Siege of Ingolftad. The French Officers of Note 
taken Prifoners in the Battle, were thefe following.

We affeGionately thank your Excellency, for the 
Readinefs and Difparch with which you was pleas’d 
to communicate (o gogd News to us: Your firft Ex- 
ploic this Campaign at the Schellenberg, gave us 
ground to expect fomething greater; but we curft 
not exccnd our Hopes to fo great and compleat a 
Victory, as this which you have obrain’d over the 
Enemy with the Army of the Allies, 

This Battle will fer the greatnefs of your Merit in 
is true Luftre: A Bartle, the Glory of which the 
greareftCaprains of former Ages may envy you; And 


the Memory of which can never perith in fucceeding 


Ages.We moft heartily congratulate your Excellency 
upon it; rejoycing for the Glory you have acquir'd 
by it, as well as for the Advanrage that muft enfue 
upon ic to the Common Caufe. This Action will 
inftruct France, that their Forces are not always in. 
vincible, and is fuch a Blow as their King never 
felt in the whole Courfe of his Reign. We render 
Thanks to God for it, who was pleas’d to blefs this 
your couragious Enterprize; and we befeech him to 


profper fiore and mote all your great Def 
Affuring you that none cari’be ‘with Efteem 
Sincerity than we are ; your, &c.

- Amfterdam, Aug.26. Letters from the Rhine of the 
2oth tell tis, fome Advices from the Damibe fay, thar 
the Prince of Baden having left fome Troops to block 
up Ingolftad,is marching with the reft of the Body he 
commands to joyn the Duke of Marlborough, in order 
to drive the Enemy clear out of Swabia: And that 
Duputies fromMunich are come to the Duke of Marl- 
borough to beg his Protection for all Bavaria, which 
Country is under an unf{peakable Confternation. The 
Electrefs of: Bavaria has left Munich,and is comePoft to 
Memmingen in Calefhes,with all her Children ; whence 
fhe will come forward to the Eletor’s Army of to 
Ulm; and fome think the Elector intends to pillage 
Ulm and retire into France with all his Family, thro’ 
the Black Fotreft,in cafe he finds he hall be unable to - 
thake any ftand again{t the.Allies; but this is only 
Conjecture. ’Tis uncertain whether the Marthal de 
Villeroy continues at Offenburg, or whether he is 
march’d ro joyn the Elector of Bavaria: ’Tis faid the 
Horfes in his Army dye apace of fome Diftemper that 
is got among them, infomuch thar fome Regiments 
have not above 30 or 40 Hoffes left. 


London, Auguft 21. Brigadier Rofs is made a 
Major General: And the Collonels Mcridich, Palmes, 
Lord john Hay, and Cadoggan, are made Brigadiers 
Gencral. 

On Friday Night laft Collonel Parke was dif- 
acch’d to Harwich, to go over to Holland in the 
acquet-Boat that was to carry that Night’s Mail ; 

and to proceed to Bavaria with all Expedition; with 
Lerrers for the Duke of Marlborough. 

On Saturday Night an Exprefs came with Advice, 
that the Medway commanded by Caprain Littleton, 
has taken and brought into Plymouth’ 2 French Pri- 
vateers, 1 of 28 Guns and 136 Men, the other of 24 
Guns and 156 Men.
